1534 Registered Under Compulsion, and
Wages Exceeded Cost of Burean

Baltimore, Aug. 21.—Exactly one year ago
Maryland's compulsory work law was
into effect, Director George A. Mahone, of
the Compulsory Work Bureau, has mads
public a report showing that for the year
a  totul reglstration of 2831 ldlers was
made, Of this number 1634 reglstersd undasr
compulsion. Summonses were |ssued for 805
fdlers In Baltimore elty and 512 hearings
were held in Baltimore station housea.

The expensa of adminlstering the law,
according to Mr. Mahone, has been remark-
ably low when measured by the economlis
value of the act to the State. His comment
Is that the wages earned by those who have
been forced to work exceeded by many
timen the cost of maintaining the bureau,

Attorney General Ritchle, In his annual
report for the year 1917, saya:

“The effect of the law has besn most
salutnry, not only through {ts actual sue-
cessful administration, but also becauss of
ftsa moral Influence In forcing the Idls,
whether with or without means, to work.
It has reduced |dleness in the BState and
helped labor conditions to a marked degrea.

“Reports from all over the State Indicats
that ths hablitusl idler has virtually disap-
peared."”

An armed guard from Camp Dix will
escort them to the cantonment where they
will begin active service. In addition to
this group, R. D. Clark, head of the Con-
seription  Squad  of the Department of
Justice here, announced that the prison now
contains 141 slackers,

The record of the squad In apprehending
draft dodgers nnd deserters, and the great
number of men tuken n, has resulted in a
move to double the squad. About five hun-
dred slackers have already been Inducted
Into service from this city,

The regular force of operntives of the de-
partment assigned to this work wlll be In-
creased from six to twelve, according to
Clark, while a detrzil of soldlers and sallors
will be granted the Conscription Squad that
the work of policing and guarding the men
appsehendsd may be lifted from the regular
slacker hunters.

The big ralds made by the squad will
necessitate the ald of large detalls of men
from the American Protective League, as
has been the custom herctofore, said Mr,
Clark Owing to the results of the ralds,
for the most part, it will be necessary for
Major Murdock, State disbursing officer, to
appolnt severnl boards to deal with the
sluckers, At present a halt has been called
on ralds, until the congestion In Moyamen-
eging Prison can be relleved by the removal
of draft evaders,
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
